With social defense measures 
quate, they are once More on a rich and easily 
exploited crime frontier. 

This increased criminal facility must be met by 
a system of protection adapted to the new condi- 
tions. The extension of hard roads and motor 
cars into the country is also an extension of metro- 
politan criminal risks. They must be counterbal- 
anced. Police protection on the outer roads is far 
from adequate. 

A state constabulary mounted on automobiles 
and motorcycles is the best answer. The farmers 
need better protection. Drivers of motor cars need 
better protection. Country banks and railway mail 
trains need it. A constabulary properly limited in 
function will furnish the best defense against out- 
lying crime. 

Crime control has not kept pace with the scien- 
tiie development of criminal methods. The de- 
ferise needs more attention. 


THE DEFENSE PLANK. 


Three measures for national defense are offered 
in the platform. They are efficient military and 
naval service, universal mobilization with con- 
scription of man power and money power in war, 
an effective merchant marine. All are well 
founded. 

Peace time responsibilities for national defense 
are recognized. A trained personnel can be se- 
curéd only by peace time training. With wars 
evolving into conflicts of population masses it is 
clear that appropriations sufficient to give training 
to all members of the National Guard, the ciitzens’ 
military training camps and the reserve organiza- 
tions are necessary for a minimum of national 
safety. This somewhat decentralized, informal 
type of training is America’s traditional method. 
Its individualities should be recognized and made 
the most of. 

The firm pledge to round out and maintain the 
navy in its full treaty strength is one of the most 
satisfying propositions in the platform, It means, 
if it means anything, a revival in naval efficiency 
and an intelligent approach to the needs for light 
cruisers, cruising submarines, airplane carriers 
and the modernization of our battleships. This 
pledge of naval efficiency has an importance that 
the Democrats cannot afford to ignore. 

Rather more advanced in tendency is the party 
support of universal mobilization in war. America 
has learned that her soldiers should not bear the 
burden of compulsory satrifice alone. Another 
war must mean conscription, not alone of men 
but of wealth and resources, or it means military 
failure. Property is no more sacred than life, 
and the Republican party has done well to pledge 
itself to that belief.

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GOITER IN MICHIGAN. 

HE prevalence of toxic goiter in 

certain groups of young Men ¢xam- 

ined for service in the world war 

caused Dr. R. M. Olin, healta com- 
missioner of Michigan, to think he had a 
serious health problem on ‘his hands. 

This was followed by a goiter survey of 
the school children of Grand Rapids, 
made by Dr. Slemmons, and by other 
goiter surveys in different parts of the 
state, all of which showéd goiter to be 
common in Michigan. This caused Dr. 
Olin to maké goiter surveys in four Mich- 
igah counties. The counties run from 
one in the sotitheast corner of the state 
in a northwesterly ducction to one in 
the northwest corner. ; 
The surveys showed thé condition to be 

very common. Generally speaking. the 
prevalence increased as the survey went 
northward. In he extreme north, Dr. 
Olin says, practically 100 per cent of the 
children are affected. 


~o- 

While the prevalence increased gener- 
ally as they went northward the increase 
was not uniform. For instance, in 
Meunt Clemens only 26 per cent of the 
children were affected, whereas in Ro- 
meo, twelve miles away, the percentage 
affected was 76. 

About 100 samples of water were exam- 
ined for iodine. Where the percentage of 
goiter was found very high, the examin- 
ers would send in a sample of wate? for 
an analysis for iodine. Also, éxamifa- 
tion of the water was done from those 
places where there was not much g>iter. 

While the results of the examinations 
of water and the geologic surveys have 
not been published, in a general way Dr. 
Olin says the curve for lack of iodine 
and that for goiter prevalence run about 
parallel. 

What is to be done about it? The ob- 
jection to giving iodide of soda in schoo! 
is that the pupils do not like it. Putting 
iodine in a public water supply is prob- 
ably too expensive, since so much water 
is wasted. There are several objections 
to giving the school children iodine 
candy. Dr. Olin favors putting iodine in 
the table salt. Since some Michigan 
Salt contains iodine, naturally, it is a 
matter of leaving it in instead of refin- 
ing it out, The manufacturers say they 
are willing to do that provided the 
health department will do its part to per- 
suade the people to use salt containing a 
little iodine.

Chicago, June 11.—On May 31 you 
printed a letter written by a school

A teacher can get $1.50 an ur when 
she finishes normal school, and she 
should be adle to finish when she is 18. 
She gets a raise of 10 cents an hour for 
ten years until she gets the maximum 
pay of $2.50 an hour. At the end of 
twenty years she is entitled to a pension 
of $1,000 a yéar. The larger part of the 
pension fund is contributed by the poor 
taxpayers. The talk regarding poor sal- 
aries paid to government help leads me 
to delieve that many people are not fa- 
miliar with the salaries which we bay. 
In [ilinois all children must attend 
school until they are 14. After that they 
must attend the continuation school until 
they are 16. If they wish to learn trades 
they must serve as apprentices for four 
years, so it is easy to see that a Chi- 
cago tradesman spends as much time in 
preparing for his work as a teacher 
does in learning her profession. The 
maximum union scale in Chicago is only 
$1.50 an hour. I do not understand the 
difference.

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Police Stop Peddling of 
Anti-American Bills.

TOKIO, June 13.—At a meeting to- 
day of American agents, movie pro- 
prietors and police the boycott on 
American films was practically called 
of. ‘The police promised full protec- 
tion to houses showing American pic. 
tures. 

Distributors of anti-American hand 
bills today were stopped by the po- 
lite, who arrested those refusing to 
obey their orders. 

While apparently the word has been 
passed out to stem the boycott tide. 
it is rapidly becoming genera! through- 
out the country. Leading merchants 
and dusiness men have issued warn- 
ings that America is in a position to 
take effective trade reprisals by re- 
fusing to buy silk, tea or crockery, 
which is the bulk of Japanese ex- 
ports, but nevertheless many Tokio 
stores are displaying signs announc- 
ing that they have no American goods. 
German and British goods only are 
displayed in many show windows... 

Geisha Girls Join Boycott. 


The geisha guild in Kobe today 
joined the Tokio geshia guild in its 


‘ boycott of American toilet goods. 


A crowd from Tokio scattered anti- 
American hand bills in Yokohama yes- 
terday, demanding that not a single 
cent be spent henceforth on American 
imports, as every cent thus spent 
will be used in further anti-Japanese 
movements. They urged purchasers 
to inquire as to the origin of any- 
ching they bought, rejecting American 
goods. 

The merchants’ association in Fu- 
kuiai, a section of Kobe, meeting in 
the main shrine of the city, resolved 
not to use, not to buy, and not to sell 
American goods, Students of wo high 
schools in the Saitama perfecture re- 
Lalved to boycott everything American.

Gooseberries and Currants. 


Gooseberries and currants will soon 
come into the market, and one way to 
prepare to use them generously and 
with eminent satisfaction is to send 
to the United States department of ag- 
riculture for (armer's bulletin 1024, 
with the title Currants and Gooseber- | 
ries.” In sending for bulletins ft is | 
always best to mention the title as 
well as the number, and thus avoid

the chance of a misprint anywhere. 

The most of this bulletin of forty ' 
pages is devoted to the growing and | 
care of the plants, but there is a mae) 
telling how variously to use the fruits, | 
pr then some specific directions about | 
making jams and jellies out of them;

its kind in this country.

There are about 50,000 midwives 
| practicing in this country, but there 
jis no satisfactory provision for their 
training, licensing, and control. Train- 
ing schools that will provide this sort 
of training for the graduate nurse is 
urged. As more nurses go into rural 
‘communities they realize how much 
more valuable their services to women 
could be if they were equipped with 
such training.
